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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art fails to teach the claimed invention alone or in combination. 
The claimed invention is a text input system comprising entering text, storing, identifying 
the plural lines of text and replacing input text with identified text. Specifically the 
identifying step includes entering same first part of text input as lines stored in the 
dictionary and determining the unique line of text which has the same last character as 
the last entered character in the input text and the last entered character is also same 
as in the remaining part of unique lines stored. The cited prior art teaches entering first 
part that matches the first part of stored lines but fails to teach last entered character be 
the last character in stored dictionary lines as claimed or last entered character be in the 
remaining portion of the lines. Therefore the invention as claimer is allowable over the 
cited prior art.
